Babylon the Great is falledt Paris, tte 
proud city, the city of philosophy, has bows 
ec her neck to the Conqueror. “After a 
brillidút wietory, God has placed tie Caâe 
pital of the French Empire in the hands oË 
tie Allied Sovereigns; ajust retribution for 
tbe iiscrics indicted on Moscow, Vienna, 
Madrit, Berlin, and Lisbon, by the Desoe 
lator of Europe” _ Bucvaparte was vut 
Manduvred: he was cat off From Paris. 
Mis separate corps were destroyed in derail. 
The Graud Allied Armies united, and marche 
ed ujion tire Capiral; King Joseph, as hie is 
still impudentlf ealted, issurd a Proclamation, 
Stating that the A rchduechess aud her Son had, 
been sent lo a place of saïety. Me took the 
command of the troops, and was defeated 
under the walls of Paris, on (ne 39th ult. 
Fhe city immediately ca itulated, and the 
nest morning was entered bp the Emperor of 
Russia, the King of Prussia, and Prince 
Schwartzenberg, at the liead of their respece 
tive troops. 

_‘Fhis sudden and astounding news burst on 
us with the roar of cannon yesterday after= 
noon at five o’clock. The dispatches had 
just thon arrived, brought by Captain Harris, 
Sir Charles Stewart’s Aide.de-Camp. Alctter 
was instan(Iy dispatched by Eart Bathurst to 
the Lord Mayur; and in the evening the 
Eëtraordinary Gazette, containing the pare 
ticulars, was published. 

We have been already put in possesston of 
the movermeuts up to the 23d ult. from other 
Sources. Én themoening of the 23d, Prince 
Schwartzenberg?’s army was directed upon 
Vitry, which was still in Possession of the 
Allies. Buonaparte wag marching thither to 
join Ney and Macdonald, who were coaring 
up from st. Dizier. The Prussian Comuman. 
dant of Vitry refused to surrender, though 
threatened by Ney with the massacre of his 
whole garrison, TFhe Museian light cavalry 
purgued (he retreating cnctmy with great suce 
cess, and cut off 2 pieces vf cannon, Buona 
parte haring thfawrt himself into the rcar ok 
the Austrians) thelatter formed their commi 
nication with Marshal Blucher, and the whale 
ef Úie two great Allied Armies, at least 200.000 
Slroug, resulved to masch at once pon Paris. 
Marmont, Mortier, and Arrighi, having been 
ordered up to join Buouaparte, arrived near 
Vitry on'the night of the 24th; but were 
immediately aätlacked by the Allies, and 
driven ds far as Sezanue, with the Loss of 70 
mute cannom and above 1000 men. _ Meane 
while acorpe of 500Q svidiers from Paris, 
convoying a large quantity of provisions aud 
other necessaries, of. the utmost importance 
to Buonaparte, were fallen in with bv tha 
Allies, near Fere Champénoise,: amd aïter a 
gallant resistance were. obliged to surrender 
in a body, with 4% pieces of cannon, 2 G te 
nezäls of Divisiou, and 5 Brigadiers. ‘The 
pursuit of Marmont and the others still eon. 
tisning, they abandoned their guns in every 
direction £ so that in all above 80 pieces of 
artillery felt into the hands of the Allies, end 
pear one (bird of these corps was taken or 
destroyed. On the other hand, Buonaparte, 
after veaching St. Dizier, discovered his error, 
and attempted to hasten back towards Paris 
with the utmost precipitatiun. Ile was foie 
lowed on the road to Barasur-Aube and 
Froyes and constantly harassed by Winzingen 
rode and Chennicheft, with 10,000 horse and, 
40 pieces of cannon, These movements, us 
Sir Charles Stewart well observes, afford a 
plais demonstration (if any were Wanting) 
that superiority of manmuvring, as well as 
of force, was in the scale of the Aittes. The 
victorious armies passed on to the Marne, 
destroying and anmihitating every thing that 
offered them resistance, On the 28th and 
29th, tirey crossed that river, near Meaux, in 
spite of a feeble opposition. Cn this oce 
casian, the French, with a degree of wanton 
barbarity, set Ére to an immense magazine of 
powder, which had nearly buried (he inhae 
bitants in the ruins of their own houses, In 
the night of tbe 29th, Mortier and Marmont 
entered Paris, where they found, besides their 
own troops, about 8,000. regulars and 30,0U0 
natfonal gnards. The whole of this force, 
under the command of Joseph Buonaparte, 
took up astrong positiou near the city, with 
their right on Belleville, and their left on 
Neuilly. A fag of trace was about this time 
sent to Paris by Prince Schwartzenberg, but 
was refused admittance. We prestmne it care 
ried the Prince's Proctamation to the Paris 
sians, which is a ducumeut the most important 
of any that we hare seen in the whole course 
of the war, and whicb we are sure it will 
afford our readers the uimost satisfaction ta 
perase. Pride Sch ártzinbeeg er pressly 
Says that there entsds in (he verg puwer af 
the Clovernmwent which oppresses France un 
instuernrountuble obstarle tu peacè.

believe that they cannot have been addressed 
in vain to Franee. 

The flag of trace, Tiowever, having been 
rejected, the French positions were attacked 
with complete success at all points. Sixty 
nine picces of cannon, and a great number of 
Prisoners, were. taken. It then became 
Marmont’s turn to send a flag of truee. A 
two hours’ armistice was agreed upon, to 
obtain which the French troops abandoned 
every position that they oceapied without 
the barriers of-Paris. 'Pwo officers, were sent 
Ento the town by the Allies to demand its 
Surrender. A eapitulâtion was entered into, 
and thecity sebmitted; but the French gar- 
Fison. was “permitted (0 withdraw at seven 
o'clcek in the morning of the Sist. Here 
the dispatehes break off; but the verbal ac. 
Count vf Cajtain EL: arris, who was present, 
States the actnal entry of the Allied troops 
Ento Paris, at nine o'clock that morning. 

Of these events, it is difficult to speak
